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Kleindienst Disputes Turner 
Says He Asked Resignation

Maj. Gen, Carl C. Turner 
was bluntly asked to resign as 
chief of the tLS. marshals 
after the Justice Department 
discovered he would be a prim 
cipai figure in a Senate inves- 
tigation of irregularities in 
non-commissioned officers 1 
clubs. 

That version, supplied yes- 
terday by Deputy Attorney 
General Hi chard G. Klein- 
dienst, conflicts sharply with 
Turner’s 1 own testimony that 
his voluntarily resignation was 
reluctantly accepted at the 


Kleindienst recalled that 
Turner originally had told 
him his part in the Senate in- 
vestigarion would be of little 
consequence and that his res- 
ignation would not be appro- 
priate, 

Kleindienst’s explanation 
was made public yesterday in 
a letter to Sen. Edward J. Gur- 
ney (R*Fla.) as Turner — once 
ttie Army’s top policeman ■— 
ended a long day of defensive 
and acrimonious testimony be- 
fore a Senate subcommittee. 


announcing that he will ask 
the Justice Department to in- 
vestigate apparent perjury in 
the conflicting testimony over 
Turner’s obtaining guns from 
police departments and selling 
some of them for personal 
profit. 

Chiefs- of the Chicago and 
Kansas City police depart- 
ments have sworn they gave 
Turner confiscated guns at his 
request for use in an Army 
museum or at public lectures.

But Turner yesterday stuck 
to his claim that the police 
chiefs knew all along he 

wanted them for his personal 
use. He has admitted selling 
some of the weapons to a gun 
dealer and pocketing the prof- 
its. 

“Perjury has been commit- 
ted at these hearings,” Ribi- 
coff declared. He said tran- 
scripts of the conflicting testi- 
mony would go to the Justice 
Department 

Today the subcommittee is 
scheduled to hear testimony 
from four sergeants its investi- 
gators have said were involved 
in irregularities at the non* 
commissioned officers’ clubs 
n Germany, Ft. Benning, Ga., 
and in Vietnam. 

Turner has been accused of 
*white washing” the Army’s 
own investigations of the Ft. 
Benning case involving in- 
flated liquor prices, kickbacks 

suppliers and other items. 

Turner was Army provost 
marshal, the top police officer, 
at the time of the Ft Benning 
investigations and has ac- 
knowledged that he ordered 
Ine name of Sgt Maj. William 
0. Wooldridge deleted from 
the record of that probe.

subcommittee that he did so 
because he feared that a 
“witch hunt” of unsubstan* 
tiated charges against Woold- 
ridge would ruin the sergeant 
major’s reputation throughout 
the Army. 

The conflicting versions of 
Turner’s resignation as chief 
U.S. marshal came to light 
after the hearing when Gur- 
ney asked permission to put in 
the record an exchange of cor- 


respondence with Kleindienst. 
Turner had been appointed 
chief marshal in the Nixon ad* 
ministration early this year. 
He left last month for what 
the Justice Department then 
said were “personal reasons." 

Gurney had questioned 
Turner on Oct. 7 about his 
reasons for leaving the post, 
The Senator recalled that 
Turner had testified he of- 
fered to resign because he 
might be called as a witness in 
the Army clubs investigation. 
He also said that Kleindienst 
had some reluctance In accept* 
ing the resignation. 

In reply to Gurney, Klein- 
dienst said he appreciated the 
opportunity “to correct the 
record in this regard,” 

Kleindienst said he told 
Turner in an initial interview 
that “if he would be involved 
in scandal or malfeasance” at 
the investigation his resigna- 
tion would be necessary. 

In that interview, Klein- 
dienst wrote, “General Turner 
indicated to me that he did 
not regard the matter of any 
consequence and that he did 
not believe it appropriate for 
him to resign. 

After examining some docu- 
ments from the Defense De- 
partment, however, Klein- 
dienst became convinced that 


Turer '‘would be personally in* 
volved in the controversy. Im- 
mediately thereafter, I asked 
General Turner to visit my of- 
fice, informed him of that 
fact, and asked for his resigna* 
tion ” 

The Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral emphasized, however, that 
he has not passed judgment on 
Turner’s conduct and recalled 
that the retired general had 
passed a full FBI field check 
before being appointed chief 
marshal. 

Chemical Tank Car 
Explodes in Texas 

TROUP, Tex., Oct. 22 (UPI) . 
—A chemicahcarrying tank 
car exploded near Troup Tues- 
day, shattering windows 
throughout the town, hut no 
serious injuries .were reported. 
Classes were canceled today 
in the local high school be-, 
cause of broken windows and 
a damaged ceiling caused by 
the blast. There was no danger 
of another explosion. 

Authorities said the blast oc- 
curred after chemicals used in 
the manufacture of antifreeze 
caught fire in the tank car and 
burned for 60 hours, erupting 
finally into a gigantic mush- 
room-shaped ball of fire.
